REASONS AND ECHEVERRIA IS EQUALLY GOOD CHOICE), AND 
RODOLFO PIZA ESCALANTE (PNI FRACTION LEADER). EMBASSY PROPOSES 
PIZA AS FOURTH MEMBER OF THIS GROUP AND WILL ELIMINATE

APPROPRIATIONS, EDUCATION AND LABOR, BANKING AND CURRENCY, 
WAYS AND MEANS, AND GOVERNMENTAL OPERATIONS WOULD BE 
USEFUL COMMITTEES FOR VISIT APPOINTMENTS. 
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C. A VIEW OF THE WATERGATE DELIBERATIONS IN THE HOUSE 
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HAS BEEN REQUESTED. 

D. AN OPPORTUNITY TO UNDERSTAND THE ORGANIZATION OF 
THE OMB AND NSC AND OTHER SUPRA-DEPARTMENTAL EXECUTIVE 
BRANCH BODIES HAS BEEN REQUESTED.
